TO  INCORPORATE  THE  BOSTON  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  PREVENTION 

OF  PAUPERISM. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same , 
as  follows : 


Section  i.  Moses  Grant,  Thomas  Tarbell,  Isaac  Means,  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  Corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  u  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism,”  for 
the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  and  removing  the  causes  of  pauperism, 
and  the  discouragement  of  street  beggary,  by  obtaining  and  com¬ 
municating  information  about  applicants  for  charity,  and  aiding 
them  to  obtain  employment,  with  all  the  powers,  and  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and  liabilities,  set  forth  in  the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the 
Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate,  not 
exceeding  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate, 
not  exceeding  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  aforesaid 
charitable  purposes.

IN  ADDITION  TO  AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  BOSTON  SOCIETY

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  asse?nbled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same , 
as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism 
may  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  which  .it 
is  now  allowed  to  take  and  hold  under  its  Act  of  incorporation, 
approved  the  twenty-first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-seven. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  BOSTON  SOCIETY  FOR  THE 
PREVENTION  OF  PAUPERISM. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Geiieral  Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same , 
as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism 
shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  “  Industrial  Aid 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism,”  and  under  such  name 
shall  hold  all  its  property,  and  shall  have  nil  the  privileges,  and  do 
all  things,  which  it  could  have  done  under  its  former  name. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Another  prosperous  year  in  the  business  community  has 
passed  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  number  of  unemployed  in  Boston  is  now 
comparatively  small,  the  demand  for  workmen  much  greater 
than  the  supply.  This  is  equally  true  of  skilled  and  unskilled 
workmen.  A  society  like  ours,  whose  chief  means  of  prevent¬ 
ing  pauperism  is  by  obtaining  employment  for  those  whose 
families  might  otherwise  become  the  recipients  of  public  aid, 
finds  its  activities  somewhat  lessened  by  what  is  popularly 
known  as  “  good  times.”  Nevertheless  it  would  not  do  for  us 
to  relax  our  efforts  because  of  our  knowledge  of  the  compara¬ 
tive  ease  with  which  those  seeking  work  can  find  it.  In  time 
of  peace  we  must  prepare  for  war.  We  must  keep  up  our 
organization  so  that  when  the  greater  need  comes  in  times  of 
depression  we  may  be  ready  to  answer  all  calls  upon  us. 

The  agent’s  report  shows  that  we  have  in  no  degree  less¬ 
ened  our  labors  in  the  past  year.  Our  energies  are  still  largely 
spent  in  obtaining  work  for  the  men  and  women  who  are  just 
on  the  verge  of  pauperism.  Many  women  with  one  or  more 
young  children  are  permanently  located  in  good  homes  in  the 
country.  Many  more  who  are  unable  to  command  a  full  wage, 
or  whose  incapacity  from  illness  or  loss  of  limbs  is  evident,  are 
helped  to  places  where  they  can  get  at  least  partial  employ¬ 
ment.  It  is  for  these  classes  of  applicants  that  our  agents 
make  special  efforts,  and  with  fair  success.  Ours  is  a  kind  of 
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charity  which  supplements  and  often  takes  the  place  of  actual 
relief  in  the  way  of  food  and  clothing.  Hence  it  is  that  so 
many  of  our  cases  are  referred  to  us  from  the  Associated  Char¬ 
ities,  the  Provident  Association,  and  even  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor. 

We  regret  that  we  are  sometimes  unable,  even  after  the 
most  diligent  effort,  to  obtain  suitable  places  for  the  men  and 
women  seeking  them.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  match  the 
round  stick  with  the  round  hole.  We  should  like  to  be  able  to 
say  that  we  can  always  succeed  ;  that  we  can  always  meet 
every  demand  made  upon  us,  however  unskilful,  or  maimed,  or 
weak  of  will  the  applicant  may  be,  but  we  can  not  truthfully 
say  so.  What  we  can  say  is  that  our  employees’  stock  of 
patience  is  unlimited  ;  that  they  will  continue  to  try  to  place 
every  applicant,  however  unpromising,  and  that  with  their  long 
experience  and  the  numerous  resources  at  their  command  some 
good  result  is  usually  obtainable. 

P'or  many  reasons  our  society  makes  little  noise  in  the 
world.  We  are  not  before  the  public  except  at  long  intervals. 
The  even  tenor  of  our  way  is  pursued  with  no  blowing  of  trum¬ 
pets.  Silently,  but  persistently,  our  work  is  carried  on  from 
year  to  year.  Such  constant  effort  devoted  to  the  betterment 
of  the  condition  of  the  poor  is  sure  to  have  effect.  We 
are  filling  a  place  in  the  economy  of  the  city  and  state  which 
must  be  filled.  We  are  assisting,  and  largely  assisting,  that 
exodus  from  the  city  into  the  country  which  is  so  desirable  from 
the  sociological  standpoint.  A  large  number  of  the  positions 
found  by  us  for  applicants  are  in  the  country.  We  strive  to 
enlarge  this  branch  of  our  work  by  making  ourselves  known 
through  placards  in  the  country  stores  and  post-offices, 
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and  by  advertisements  in  the  rural  papers.  Whenever  the 
men  or  women  who  come  to  us  know  anything  about  farm 
work,  or  are  willing  to  try  to  learn,  we  send  them  into 
the  country.  There  they  get  occupation  for  several  months, 
and  often  remain  as  permanent  residents. 

In  the  multitude  of  new  aspirants  to  public  favor,  new  ap¬ 
peals  to  the  benevolent,  new  charities  which  call  for  financial 
support,  we  hope  that  the  merits  and  needs  of  the  Industrial 
Aid  Society  will  not  be  forgotten.  Founded  sixty-six  years 
ago,  it  has  steadily  gone  on  to  the  present  time  true  to  its  orig¬ 
inal  ideals,  continuing  to  testify  in  these  latter  days  to  the 
foresight  and  wisdom  of  its  founders.  Now  in  its  green  old 
age  it  appeals  to  the  larger  public  of  1901  for  that  ready  and 
generous  support  which  was  pledged  to  it  in  1835  and  has 
never  been  wanting  from  that  day  to  this.  We  need  many  new 
subscribers  to  take  the  place  of  those  whom  we  have  lost  by 
death.  We  hope  that  our  friends  will  enlist  their  friends  to 
help  us  with  money  and  with  personal  service.

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GENERAL  AGENT’S  ANNUAL  STATEMENT  FOR 
THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30th,  1901. 


The  wholly  new  system  of  card  registration  adopted  the  past  year 
has  proved  an  improvement  in  many  ways  over  the  previous  method  of 
keeping  the  records  of  the  work  of  the  society,  and  will  in  the  future  be 
beneficial  in  our  co-operation  with  other  societies,  and  simplify  the 
work  of  our  own.  The  statistics  the  Agents  are  able  to  give  in  the 
Quarterly  and  Annual  reports  will  not  differ  materially  from  those 
given  in  the  past,  but  by  the  card  system  information  of  any  particular 
case  can  be  more  readily  obtained  and  given  than  formerly. 

In  the  men’s  department,  during  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1901,  there  were  922  applications  from  employers  for  men  and  boys. 
In  the  same  time  1827  men  and  boys  applied  at  the  office  for  work.  1012 
were  born  in  the  United  States,  815  were  foreign  born,  1506  were  adults, 
and  321  minors.  During  the  year  1338  places  were  found  for  work, 
1213  were  for  adults,  125  for  minors.  Of  the  places  given,  642  were 
in  Boston,  and.  696  were  sent  to  various  places  throughout  New 
England. 

In  the  women’s  department,  the  number  of  employers  who  applied 
was  2054.  The  number  of  applicants  for  work  for  the  year,  1661, — 
39  were  under  18  years  of  age,  1622  over  18  years  of  age.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  places  given  women  during  the  year  was  2046, —  1314  were 
placed  in  the  city,  732  in  the  country.  One  hundred  and  thirty- three 
inmates  of  the  City  Temporary  Home  were  provided  with  work. 
Seventy-four  women,  each  with  a  small  child,  were  sent  to  homes  in 
the  country. 
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The  whole  number  of  employers  applying  at  the  office  for  help  in 
both  departments  was  2976.  The  whole  number  of  persons  applying 
for  work  was  3488.  The  whole  number  of  places  given  by  the  society 
during  the  year  was  3384.

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BY-LAWS. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

Article  i.  Individuals  elected  and  serving:  as  officers  of  the 
Society,  or  persons  paying  five  dollars  annually,  shall  thereby 
become  members  ot  the  Society;  and  the  payment  at  any  one  time 
of  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  for  or  by  any  individual,  shall  constitute 
such  person  a  Life  Member  of  the  Society. 

OFFICIALS. 

Art.  2  .  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
four  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  twelve  or  more 
Directors,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  others  shall  be 
chosen.  These  officers  shall  collectively  form  a  Board  of  Managers, 
five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness.  They  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Corporation,  elect  from  their  own  number:  (i)  An  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  of  seven  members,  who  shall  have  the  general  super¬ 
intendence  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  during  the  intervals  between 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  act  in  their 
behalf.  This  committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  doings,  which 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  at  their  quarterly  meetings,  or  when¬ 
ever  called  for,  shall  have  power  to  make  or  authorize  by  vote  to  be 
made  assignments,  partial  releases,  and  discharges  of  any  mortgages 
held  by  the  corporation,  also  deeds  under  power  of  sale  contained  in 
any  mortgages  so  held  and  also  deeds  of  any  real  estate  owned  by 
the  corporation.  (2)  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  members,  who 
shall  act  with  the  Treasurer  in  the  care  of  the  finances  of  the  Society  ; 
and  no  sales  or  purchases  of  the  Invested  Funds  shall  he  made  with¬ 
out  the  written  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  committee,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  Also  an  Auditor,  who  shall  make 
a  semi-annual  examination  of  the  accounts  and  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  certify  upon  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  if  the  same  be  correct 
and  properly  vouched. 


DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Art.  3.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  and  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  or  the  Senior  Director  present. 
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SECRETARY. 

Art.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  their  proceedings,  acting  as  clerk  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

TREASURER. 

Art.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the 
finances;  he  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  due,  and  shall  dis¬ 
pose  thereof  as  shall  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
At  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  at  all  other  times  when 
required,  he  shall  render  a  full  account  of  the  pecuniary  concerns 
of  the  Society. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Art.  6.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  meetings  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  October,  January,  April,  and  July  in  each 
year,  and  adopt  all  measures  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  promote 
the  objects  of  the  Society.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  a  written  request  from  the  President,  or  any 
two  members  of  the  Board,  to  the  Secretary  for  that  purpose.  The 
Board  is  authorized  to  fill,  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year,  all 
vacancies  in  the  Board,  or  in  any  of  the  other  offices. 

MEETINGS. 

Art.  7.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  in  October.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may 
be  called  by  the  Board  of  Managers  whenever  in  their  opinion  expe¬ 
dient  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  call  them  when¬ 
ever  requested  to  do  so,  in  writing,  by  two  members  of  the  Society. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Art.  S.  These  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  or  at  any  special  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose.

Society.  The  original  title  of  the  society  was'  for  the  “  Prevention 
of  Pauperism  ” ;  but  it  was  changed  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
May  15,  1866,  to  its  present  form. 


Form  of  Bequest, 

I  bequeath  to  my  executors  the  sum  of _ dollars,  in  trusty 

to  pay  over  the  same  in  after  my  decease  to  the  person  who, 

when  the  same  is  payable,  shall  act  as  the  treasurer  to  the  Industrial 
Aid  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism,  incorporated  by  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  act  approved  on  the  twenty-first 
day  of  April,  1847. 
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The  Industrial  Aid  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Pauperism,  37  Hawkins  Street,  Room  27,  supplies  men  and  women, 
boys  and  girls  singly  and -in  families,  for  every  variety  of  work,  both 
transient  and  permanent.
